Quota or no quota, that seems 
to be the question. While the 
next police civil service examina- 
tions have jbeen rescheduled for 
October 5, the controversy over a 
court-ordered quota System for 
hiring and Promoting minority 
personnel with the San Francisco 
Police Department continues to 
mount. 

U.S. District Court Judge Rob- 
ert 了. Peckham ruled last Novem- 


ber that the _ department must 


hire three minority persons for 
each two non-minority persons at 
the entry level position of patrol- 
man. Peckham also ordered that 
each promotion of a white officer 
to the rank of sergeant must be 
matched by a similar promotion 
of aminority officer. 

The quota system is to_ bring 
about a 70 per cent white and 30 
per cent minority racial make-up 
in the department. At present， 
about nine per cent of the men in 
the department are minority 
members，amid there are fewer 
than five Chinese policemen in 
the entire police force of close to 
2000 memn. ， 

Peckham's ruling is the result 
of alawsuit brought in April 1973 
by five civil rights groups, includ- 
ing Chinese for Affirmative Ac- 
tion (CAA)，against the Civil 
Service Commission for discrimi- 
nation in hiring and promotion . 

HAYAKAWA GROUP 

Recently，a_ group called the 
Citizens”Committee for Quality 
Law Enforcement Standards was 
formed to take issue with the 
quota system. The Committee， 
headed by $. 1I. Hayakawa,， presi- 
dent emeritus at Cajifornia State 
University, San Francisco，vowed 
to “encourage and promote valid， 
nondiscriminatory standards ip 
the recruitment，selection，train- 
ing, education, retention and pro- 
motion of quajlified law enforce- 
ment personnel.” 

Hayakawa- himself has criti- 
cized the use of quota systems to 
attain racial balance in the police 
department as “discriminatory 
and nonreponsive.” 

Moreover，Hayakawa said last 
Saturday that to favor minorities 
because they are minorities is 
patronizing and condescending. 
Quota systems only invent new 
injustices that in no way repair 
the injustices in the past,， he said. 

Henry Der，CAA executive di- 
rector，however，said Peckham's 
ruling was effected only to obtain 
parity. “We've got to talk about 
quotas . . . that's the only way to 
bring about effective change,” 
he said. Der said the position 
taken by the newly formed:group 
was atypical white backlash re- 
action to affirmative action” and 
that Hayakawa was being 
“used.” 

SHUT OUT 

Der also saidthatthe SFEPD has 
a long history of deliberately 
shutting out Chinese and other 
minority applicants， In the past 
seven years,，only 9.5 per'cent of 
minority applicants have passed 


the police examinations. The 
pasing rate for white applicants 
taking the same tests is 54 per 
cent. 

”We are challenging their 
methods of selecting,”said Der. 
He termed the selection proce- 
dure set up by the Civil Service 
Commission's oral review board 
”very subjective.””Peckham has 
already-enjoined the use of the 
entry level admijission examina- 
tion and the sergeant promotion 
examinafion，both of which he 
finds discriminatory. 

Meanwhile，attorney James 
Martin MacInnis, a legal counsel 
to the Committee, said his organ- 
ization would “encourage educa- 
tional efforts” and get youths of 
all ethnic backgrounds to have 
interest in pojlice work, 

“The idea is not to keep the 
quota System down，but quotas 
as Such,，” MacImnis said，The 
Committee is against the imposi- 
tion of the quota system “without 
qualification,” which they see as 
unfair.， Besides， he added，a 
strict quota system “might or 
might not get the most quajlified 


Chinese (and other minority) ap- 
Dlicants.” 

Der of CAA，however，said he 
believed that there are Chinese 
persons of high moral character 
who can qualify. “The standard 
willnot go down ... actually they 
(the police) are getting people 
with more assets who are able to 
deal with people in and outside of 
the minority communities，”he 
said. Der made it clear that the 
Chinese community wanted bilin- 
gual pojlice officers it could iden- 
tify with . 

On the subject of the police 
height requirement, Der said that 
it was no measurement of :a 
person's ability. In past exami- 
nations, the height requirement， 
which is being challenged in the 
courts，has kept many Chinese 
applicants from entering the de- 
partment. 

MacInnis said that the height 
requirement was going to be 
relaxed one way or another but 
he said“the ability of a person

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Immigration on Look-out 
For Fraudulent Marriages

When wedding bells ring for an 
alien here，the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service (INS) is al- 
ways within earshot, The INS is al- 
ways on the look-out for matrriages 
fraudulently arranged to circumvent 
immigration laws，District Director 


Richard 工 .Williams said last week， 

A phony marriage can be，and 
often is arranged so that an alien 
can either be admitted into the 
country or be allowed to stay. 

Under current immigration laws， 
an alien 位 om countries in the East- 
ern Hemisphere may have his status 
adjusted to that of permanent resi- 
dent while he is in the U.S. But 
Western Hemisbhere aliens must 
apply from outside of the country， 
even 让 he is married to an American 
citizen here. 


JIn San Francisco, there are close 
to a thousand such cases involving 
aliens of all nationalities Under in- 
vestigation，according to Williams. 
The law posts stiff penalties for 
phony bedfellows: deportation for 
the alien and possible criminal con- 
spiracy charges against the con niv- 


_ing spouse. 


When love doesn't blossom, mon- 
ey can take its place. An alien pays 
“usually not more than $1,000”to 
have a marriage of convenience at- 
ranged on his behalf, Williams said . 
But sometimes a phony marriage 
may be brought aboult as a favor to 
keep somebody in the country. 
“There are lots of sentiments in- 
Volved,”said Williams. 

Williams said that he believed 
that phony marriage racKkets are not 


nationally organized，although 1o- 


cally"“there are groups that engineer 
this thing.”There is no campbaign 
Undertaken at the moment, he said ， 
to crack down on the brides and 
bridegrooms for hire in San Fran- 
cisco. 

However, the practice of arrang- 
ing phony marriages to secure per- 
manent residence is not widespread 
in the Chinese community，Williams 
said . - 

There is a two-step procedure for 
anewly-wed alien to have his or her 
status adjusted， First，the spouse 
Imust file a visa petition to have the 
alien's status changed to that of im- 
mediate relative，as a husband or 
wife. Then the alien may apply for 
permanent residence。.

.to a new social and cultural environment, many Chinatown 
resldents have fallen prey to exploitation， However，sel- 
dom do we see these workers rise up ip anger to tell the 
community and the nation their experiences，as in the re 
cent disputes. We are glad to see that the strikers are gettng 
more and more support 们 om the community. For an apa- 
thetic community such as ours to show concern，there is 
hope yet for this troubled world. 

The workers involved in these disputes have already ex- 
Pressed their grievances. We should urge for a speedy fair 
settljement now. There are many tricks in the employers? 
bags. They could close down the shop. They could move 
lt to another location. But worse is that they can sit tight 
and do nothing，and wait for the workers to lose patience. 
We understand the workers” anger and discontent. How- 
ever， unconfined hostility will not help the healing process. 
Eventually，the employers and the workers will haverto 
Work together.，The most urgent task now is to get the 
working conditions and wages Improved, the workers back 
to work and the employers to keep the paychecks coming. 
Eor this reason we urge those who are concerned--workers， 
Imanagement，and supporters--to bring the' two sides toge- 
ther and to facilitate mediation and a just settlement as 
SOon as possible.
